Mariy- homes surrounding the 
lake* were originally vacation 
cottages. Visitors traveled on 
trains from Boston to enjoy 
the lake and its summer activ- 
ities. Learn about this and 
many other interesting Silver 
Lake «memories on Monday 
June 17th at 7 p.m. at the Wil- 
mington Memorial Library. 

A panel of longtime resi- 

dents and history buffs will 
présent their information 
and:encourage the audience 
to share their stories too. 
The event is sponsored by a 
joint Wilmington Tewksbury 
history coalition and facili- 
tated by the library staffs. 
Wilmington Town Museum 
Curator Theresa McDermott 
will be-‘the MC. 
« Scheduled panel members 
inelude Gerry O'Reilly, Joyce 
Eaton* Dalton, Rita Dee 
O'Brien, and Gerry Duggan. 
‘The- Collected memories of 
thése*Silver Lake area resi- 
dents*will inform and enter- 
tain. the attendees. In fact, 
O'Reilly has published two 
boeKs-“on the subject. The 
books “are available at the 
town libraries. 

‘O'Reilly grew up at Silver 
| Bake literally on the town 
line-It-ran through his house. 
“If -you went out the front 
- door, you were in Tewksbury, 
| and.if you went out the back 
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door, you were in Wilming- 
ton,” he says. He remembers 
when the area was more 
farmland. “I'll talk from the 
beginning, and I'll hit a lot of 
familiar names,” he explains. 

The idea for the panel was 
initiated by Robert Hayes, He 
is the Community Services 
Librarian (and Head of Tech- 
nical Services) at Tewksbury 
Public Library. “Tewksbury is 
happy to partner with Wil- 
mington for these local histo- 
ry programs,” says Hayes. 
“Both libraries are also grate- 
ful for the support of the 
Wilmington Historical Com- 
mission, particularly Town 
Museum Curator’ Terry 
McDermott, and the Tewks- 
bury Historical Society, along 
with Brian at Tewksbury Te- 
lemedia and Shaun at Wil- 
mington Community Televi- 
sion for filming and televising 
these programs.” 

With regards to the presen- 
tation that evening, Char- 
lotte Wood, Wilmington Me- 
morial Library Assistant Di- 
rector, describes an interac- 
tive format. "The panel is 
set, but if the attendees have 
their own stories to share, 
this will be a great time to 
share them," she _ says. 
"They also can bring photos 
and memorabilia if they 
have any." 

The ongoing collaboration 
between the two towns focus- 
es on common interest topics 
that link both towns together. 
Wood explained other events 
sponsored by the collabora- 
tion effort. "The Tewksbury 
Library hosted a program on 
Jim Micelli last month. In 
November, Tewksbury is hos- 
ting a talk on the Wilming- 
ton-Tewksbury football rival- 
ry. And in 2020 Wilmington 
will host a program on Trans- 
portation."

Town Meeting scheduling discussion continues

The Board of Selectmen 
decided on May 28 to table a 
discussion on a Town Meet- 


ing scheduling review com- 
_ mittee, as discussions about 


how to best represent dif- 


ferent stakeholder groups 
_ continue. 


Town Manager Jeff Hull 


has recommended that the 


Town Meeting committee be 
folded into the job de- 
scription of the Inhabitant 
Bylaw Committee, due to 
overlap both in responsibili- 
ty and membership. Hull 


stated that, while some 
members on the Inhabitant 
Bylaw Committee expressed 
interest in also participating 
in a standalone committee 
to discuss Town Meeting, at 
least two members specifi- 
cally said they would only 
like to serve on one. 

Board Chair Greg Bendel 
noted that he would like to 
see Director of Elderly Ser- 
vices Terry Marciello be 
included, in order to repre- 
sent the interest of seniors 
in town. Selectman Kevin 
Caira added that the Board 
had favored also including 


Beverly Dalton, due to her 
existing role in organizing 
and scheduling for Town 


Meeting. 


Caira added that he would 
like to see a list of every- 
body currently in consider- 
ation for both committees, 
before taking a vote on 


combining them. 


“Are we forcing (Marci- 
ello and Dalton) to serve on 
something they don’t want

“but yet we would like for 
them to be on that Town 
Meeting review commit-

He eh had another nick- 
name, justly earned. On Feb. 
24, 1953, he became “Burn- 
seyjothe Range Oil Rider” 
when he rescued a teen-age 
girl from a runaway horse. 
This, happened in Wilming- 
ton, Massachusetts, not Tex- 
as or Wyoming. 

Sandra Dupras had been 
riding near the Harnden 
Tavern, when her newly- 
acquired horse bolted. The 
saddle loosened and she lost 
the reins as the horse gal- 
loped south on Woburn 
Street with Sandy clinging to 
the horse’s neck. 

On High Street, Burns saw 


the horse gallop by with the 
girl hanging on. He was in 
an oil truck delivering range 
oil, a common fuel at that 
time. He turned the truck 
around and gave chase. 

In North Wilmington, the 
railroad gates went down 
and the 1:25 express was ap- 
proaching. The horse jump- 
ed the gates and kept on 
going. Burns had to stop and 
wait for the train to pass. 
When he resumed the chase, 
he saw two motorists at- 
tempt to head the horse off 

@with their~cars..-But-- the 
horse: wouldn’t’ “be sto 


opped. 
“After a mile. ‘and: a half, P 


Burns caught up with the 
horse on Middlesex Avenue, 
near Central Street. 

With the truck going the 
speed of the galloping horse, 
he set the throttle, then 
stepped onto the running 
board, holding onto the steer- 
ing wheel with his right 
hand. He leaned out and 
pulled the girl from the horse 
and into the truck. 

Sandy Dupras was hysteri- 
cal, badly shaken by the ex- 
perience. She was taken 
home to Andover Street. The 
horse was captured a short 
distance away by Eddie For- 
rest, Joe McManus and Tom 
Johnson. Burns then rode it 
back to North Wilmington. 

Burns at the time was 25 
years old, standing 5 foot 8 
and weighing 135 pounds. A 
few days after the rescue, at 
the Dupras home, he tried to 
lift Sandy with his left arm 
and couldn’t lift her. 

Two days after the incident, 
both the rescuee and the res- 
cuer were flown to New York 
City for an appearance on 
the Broadway to Hollywood 
show with Bill Slater. The tel- 


evision appearance was 
arranged by David Cox, who 
at the time was production 
manager at WNAC-TV, chan- 
nel 7. He lived in the Ben- 
jamin Buck house on Wild- 
wood Street. Burns was giv- 
en a $100 War Bond, and 
Sandy was given a watch. 
Benny Harrison put the 
show on a television in the 
window of his radio-televi- 
sion store in Wilmington 
Square. Between 8:30 and 9 
p.m., there were about 100 
people on the sidewalk wat-

The 
heat from the grill ignited 
the nearby wood railings on 
the deck and caused $26,000 
in damage. The home had no 
fire sprinklers. 

On Aug. 19, 2018, the Sci- 
tuate Fire Department res- 
ponded to a grill fire on the 
back deck of a single family 
home. Working smoke alarms 
alerted the residents. Dama- 
ges were estimated at $15,000. 
The home had no fire sprin- 
klers. 


Charcoal Grills 

Propane is the most com- 
mon grilling fuel, but many 
people use charcoal grills. 
Here are some charcoal grill 
safety tips: 

¢ Only use charcoal star- 
ter fluid. Do not use gasoline 
or kerosene to start a fire in 
a grill. 

¢ Never add lighter fluid to 
burning briquettes or hot 
coals. Doing so may cause a 
flash fire and result in seri- 
ous burn injuries. 

¢ Charcoal briquettes give 
off carbon monoxide, a col- 
orless, odorless gas that can 
be deadly. Always use char- 
coal grills in a well-ventilat- 
ed area. Never use charcoal 
grills indoors. 

¢ For proper disposal of 
grill ashes, allow the coals 
to burn out completely and 
then cool for 48 hours before 
disposal. 

¢ If you must dispose of ash- 
es before they are completely 
cooled, thoroughly soak them 
in water before putting them 
in a metal container. 


Gasoline and Lawnmowers 
State Fire Marshal Ostros- 
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key said, “Is your teenager 
finally old enough to mow 
the lawn? Then be sure to 
discuss gasoline safety at the 
same time; talk about why it 
is important to let the engine 
cool before refueling.” 

Gasoline vapors are highly 
flammable and refueling a 
hot motor can ignited them. 
Gasoline spilled onto cloth- 
ing can give off vapors until 
completely dry and be ignit- 
ed by any heat source. Gaso- 
line vapors can travel a long 
distance to find an ignition 
source, which is why gaso- 
line cannot be stored inside 
the house. In the past five 
years (2014-2018), 335 lawn 
mower fires caused one ci- 
vilian death, four civilian in- 
juries, two fire service in- 
juries and an estimated dol- 
lar loss of $1.6 million. 

e Store gasoline outside 
only in approved containers. 

¢ Keep gasoline away from 
all heat sources, such as 
smoking materials, pilot 
lights, campfires, and grills. 

¢ Fill a cooled lawn mower. 
Never refill while it is hot. 

¢ Keep hands and feet 
away from a mower while it 
is running. 

On April 24, 2017, at 9:05 
a.m., the East Bridgewater 
Fire Department was dis- 
patched to a fatal fire in a 
single-family home. The vic- 
tim, an 86-year old man, was 
working on his lawn tractor 
when it caught fire and 
spread to his clothes and the 
deck. The building did not 
have any sprinklers and dam- 
ages were estimated to be 
$242,400. 

On May 18, 2017, gasoline 
vapors ignited when a man 
attempted to refuel a com- 
mercial riding lawn mower 
in Framingham. The mower 
was damaged and he suf- 
fered second-degree burns to 


his left arm. 


Gasoline and Outdoor Fires 

“Never use gasoline to start 
a campfire or add it to any 
indoor or outdoor fire,” said 
Ostroskey. “We have had so 
many injuries this year from 
people mishandling gasoline 
and other flammable lig- 
uids.” 

In the past five years, Mas- 
sachusetts hospitals have re- 
ported treating 132 people 
with serious burn injuries 
from gasoline. On March 26, 
2019, there were two terrible 
incidents in different com- 
munities when gasoline was 
added to outdoor fires caus- 
ing terrible injuries. 

In Ware, four young adults 
were injured at a_ birthday 
party when one of them added 
a flammable liquid to an out- 
side burn barrel. Two were 
life-flighted to a Boston hospi- 
tal; one was taken to a Wor- 
cester hospital, and one was 
treated at a local hospital. 

In West Springfield, a man 
was seriously injured after 
pouring gasoline into a fire 
pit. 


Smoking Safety 

Smoking was the leading 
cause of fire deaths in Mas- 
sachusetts last year, and 
there have been many fires 
this spring from improperly 
discarded smoking materials 
on porches and in backyards. 
These fires can smolder 
undetected for a long time 
and when they erupt into 
flames, travel fast. If they 
start on the exterior of the 
build’=~ “hese fires can get 
a: yefore the inte- 
rio diarms start to 
warn anyone of the danger. 

If you smoke, put it out, all 
the way, every time. Extin- 
guish smoking materials in a 
can with sand or water, not 


safety tips 


in the mulch, leaves, grass, 
in a potted plant or other 
container that can catch fire. 
Don’t snub them out on the 
porch railing or stairs. 

Smoking materials caused 
a spring 2018 Chelsea fire 
that started on a back porch 
and consumed three triple- 
deckers leaving a dozen peo- 
ple homeless. 

A late March 2019 fire dis- 
placed 20 from a Douglas 
apartment building started 
by a cigarette tossed into dry 
mulch. 

An April 3, 2019 fire de- 
stroyed a Peabody manufac- 
tured home. It was started 
by smoking materials dis- 
carded into dried leaves. 

An April 27, 2019 fire in 
Newton killed a 62-year old 
man and injured an elderly 
woman. The fire was started 
by smoking materials under- 
neath the exterior deck. 


Fireworks 

Marshal Ostroskey reminds 
us that, “The possession and 
use of all fireworks by pri- 
vate citizens is illegal in Mas- 
sachusetts.” 

This includes sparklers, 
party poppers, snappers, fire- 
crackers and cherry bombs, 
and more. 

“Leave fireworks to the 
professionals, and enjoy su- 
pervised displays,” he said. 
“It is illegal to purchase fire- 
works in another state and 
transport them to Massa- 
chusetts,” he added. 

Last summer, there were 
many fires, amputations and 
burn injuries from illegal 
fireworks in Massachusetts.

Boston — Bees are dying 
off at alarming rates across 
the U.S., threatening: our 
food supply. This summer, 
young adults working with 
Environment Massachusetts 
will visit Wilmington and 
neighborhoods across the 
Commonwealth to talk about 
how we can work together to 
save the bees. 

“Many of the fruits and 
vegetables growing across 
Massachusetts will be a 
thing of the past if bees keep 
dying off at their current 
rate. People are worried that 
our bees are dying, but they 
often don’t know what they 
said 
Brendan Geraghty, a can- 
vasser working with En- 
vironment Massachusetts. 
“I’m walking our neighbor- 
hoods this summer to not 
only educate people about 
this critical problem, but 
also to encourage them to 
act. That’s the fun and 
rewarding part.” 

Worldwide, 100 crops pro- 
vide 90 percent of the 
world’s food, and bees polli- 
nate 71 of them. Neonico- 
tinoid pesticides, commonly 
known as neonics, threaten 
bee populations.

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Gillis gets drafted by the Milwaukee Brewers

NASHVILLE, TN -- On

Gillis was also asked if he

Originally from Danvers, 
Peterson has family in 
Wilmington and is now a 
pitching instructor in the 
area, most notably in 
Tewksbury. 

"You would have to ask 
Stephen but not that I know 
of;" he said. "We are good 
friends and we have built a 


good relationship over the 


years and we're close. He's 
been just awesome to me 
over the years. He texted me 
today congratulating me 


and said that the Brewers 


are a great organization." 

Gillis becomes the sixth 
player (all pitchers) from 
Wilmington to enter profes- 
sional baseball following 
Jeff Williamson, who 
pitched for several years in 
the Baltimore Orioles sys- 
tem between A and AA, Rick 
Froton, who pitched two 
years for the Red Sox Single- 
A level, Jason Bere was 
drafted in the 36th round of 
the 1990 draft and pitched 12 
seasons in the big leagues in 
the mid 1990s, Mike 
Alonardo pitched in the 
Independent League and 
then Peterson. 

Gillis is in his junior year 
as a relief pitcher for the 
Vanderbilt University 
Baseball team. He has 
appeared in seven games 
this season with a 5.14 ERA. 
In seven innings, he has 
given up seven hits, four 
earned runs, while walking 
five and striking out seven. 

He was asked why he has 
only appeared in seven 
games this year compared 
to 20 last year. 

"We have a really good 
staff with a lot of talented 
arms," he said. "If I have to 
take a backseat to one of 
them so we can win, I'm 
happy to do so. It's really all 
about whatever the team

Last year he posted a 4-1 
record with a 4.81 ERA in 20 
appearances, including one 
start. He struck out 39 bat- 
ters in 28.2 innings and was 
really dominant in his final 


six appearances, allowing 
just three extra base hits. 

In high school, Gillis domi- 
nated hitters throughout his 
career. In his senior year, he 
reached 94 miles per hour on 
the gun. He registered a 4-3 
record with a 2.93 ERA with 
74 strikeouts in just 43 
innings. 

As a junior, he struck out 
69 batters in 39 innings and 
sported a 2-4 record with a 
3.04 ERA. 

As a sophomore, he was 
named the Middlesex 
League Freedom Division 
MVP, the Lowell Sun Player 
of the Year, a Boston Globe 
and Boston Herald All-

“WILMINGTON -- Most 
high school senior football 
players would likely agree 
that when the traditional 
Thanksgiving Day contest 
comes to a close, there is 
often a yearning to continue 
with the game that had con- 
sumed a better part of their 
tives. Aside from the uncom- 
mon college recruit, football 
comes to an abrupt conclu- 
sion for most. 

It doesn’t have to be that 
way thanks to the efforts of 
Wilmington’s Zachary Swale 
and the. Mill City Eagles, 
who are part of a. regional 
semi-professional ‘football 
league which competes dur- 
ing the summer months and 
plays their games at assort- 
ed high school and college 
stadiums. 

According to Swale, the 
New England Football

“Unlike some of the states 
in the south, there are a lim- 
ited number of junior col- 
leges in this area,” said 
Swale, who relocated to 
Wilmington several years 
ago with his fiancée Kelly. 
“We’ve had guys who were 
written off in high school 
beeause of lower GPAs or 
issues at home. They played 
a few games with us, show- 
cased their talents on film, 
and were ultimately accept- 
ed. to a college team. We 
help fill a gap and provide 
an‘outlet for these guys.” 

According to Swale, the 

NEFL, which requires ath- 
letes to be eighteen or older, 
represents nearly forty 
teams scattered throughout 
the six-state region. 
' “Due to recent upgrades, 
the League has improved 
méasurably,” explained 
Swale, who grew up in 
Taunton and played his high 
school football with Bristol- 
Plymouth Vocational Tech. 
“Our teams are broken down 
into three levels based on 
experience -_ Single-A, 
Double-A, and Triple-A. I 
most recently played for the 
Triple-A Mill City Eagles out 
ee Chelmsford.” 

In high school, Swale 
played stints as a fullback, 
linebacker, defensive. end, 
ahd cornerback. After grad- 
uating, he fulfilled a desire 
to continue with the sport in 
some capacity by competing 
with an organized flag foot- 
pall league.

Cancer, unfortunately, hits 
close to home for Wilston. In 
addition to his mother in 
law, his father passed away 
from prostate cancer, and 
his sister in law also ‘has 
been diagnosed with lung 
cancer. 

“This disease is the only 
one that has touched my 
family, and I knock on wood 
every single time,” he says. 

Johnston fell in love in bike 
riding living out in the 
Berkshires in the 1990s. He 
originally took up mountain 
biking, but a friend con- 
vinced him to purchase a 
regular bike and take it to 
the streets. 

“I’m scared to death of the 
angry drivers on the streets. 
I’m not saying it’s all of 
their fault as bicyclists we 
have to tighten up our game, 
we used to bear some of the 
responsibilities, but I went 
out and enjoyed it,” he said. 

Training is a year round 
event in of itself for 
Johnston. During the winter, 
in order to keep up with aer- 
obic exercises, he teaches 
spin classes five to six times 
a week. 

Once winter ends and the 
snow melts away, then it’s 
back out on the roads. 
Johnston and his wife invite 
their friends for the first 
ride of the year as part of 
their training program 
called “Full Steam Ahead.” 

It is a 25-mile ride starting 
in Wilmington, making stops 
through North Andover, 
Boxford, and Georgetown 
before going back to 
Wilmington. Each weekend, 
riders add up to 15 miles a 
ride just to stay conditioned. 

“The training is pretty 
intensive, because it really 
demands a lot of physical 
exertion, especially the last 
twenty miles,” Johnston 
says.

“No one was 
out there looking for the 
glory or trying to be the 
hero. That's the best kind of 
energy to have down on 
offense because everyone 
remains patient and passes 
or shots are consistently 
clean.

While Brown was getting

“Julia has developed into 
such a confident player over 
the last few years. She saved
